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Little Neck Fite Station Site Still Undecided 



Several Nearfy Sites Suggested: Residents 
Can't Agree On One

The construction of the Little 
Neck Fire Station, which was re- 
cently indefinitely delayed when 
residents objected to its location 
in a residential neighboliood, is 
being considaed fat another site. 

But, residents of nearby neigh- 
borhoods can't agree on a 
location. 

The city was ready to build the 
station on .7 acres of a 0.24-acre 
parcel known as Brill Field on 
Oxford Road in Kings Grant. The 
city purchased the property in 
1983 when the land was zoned 
commercial and the owner put it 
up for sale. 

The only money available to 



the city at the time was in the 
Fire Department budget, so 
$700,000 was used to buy the 
land for use as a recreational field 
and fire station site, according to 
former Kings Grant Civic League 
President Mina Woltil. 

Woltil was on the league's 
board in 1983 and pushed for the 
decision to turn the site into a 
fire station. 

Although Woltil now resides 
in Middle Plantation, she said if 
she was still a Kings Grant 
resident, "I would feel like I had 
already obligated myself. The deal 
was ^ready cut. I hate to say 
"yes" to the city and then five 
years latCT say 'no,'" she said.

stauon on Brill Field. 

TWere are several alternate sites 
being considered, with the 
h^gj^st prefer«ice given to a 2.3- 
acrrparcel at Newcastle and Little 
Nae* Roads. The owner, Hubert 
DSH, has said that he would sell 
1.5 acres for $145,000 or the 
entire 2.3 acres for $225,000. 

William R, Stewart, president 
of the Bishopsgaie Civic League, 
adamantly protests the fire station 
being built at that location. The 
fire station, he said, would be in 
Bishopsgate's back yard. 

"The city purchased it in 1983 
for recreation and a fire station at 
the reaucst of the Kines Grant 
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A.

from being built there," he said.

Another alternate location 
suggested at a recent city council 
meeting is one which is part of 
^p^ty owned by St. Nicholas 
Catholic Church which is not for 
sale; and another at North 
Lynnhaven Road and Shakespeare 
Dtive, which the owner would 
seU for $300,000 for 1.5 acres. 

Stewart said the Fire 
Dep^tment said it approved of 
both the Newcastle and the Brill 
Field sites, but that the other 
locations were either too small. 
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not for sale or too close 
Virginia Beach Boulevard.

Red Wing Park area residents 
want Virginia Beach voters to 
decide whether the city parks should 
be used for i»ivate functions. 

Monday night they started a 
petition campaign to gei the 
numba* of signatures of qualified 
voters required by law to have the 
Circuit Court call for an advisory 
referendum. The refeendum would 
be held in Novembn. 

Residents have been upset by 
plans of die Labw Day Community 
Coordination Committee, adopted 
by City Council, to have Laborfest 
1990 events at the park on General 
Booth Boulevard on Saturday and 
Sunday of the Labor Day weekend. 

The events would virtually close 
the park to use by local residents. 
Plans call fw allowing access by 
bus only, for erecting temporary 
fencing around the park and to stage 
events to 2 a.m. in the morning 
which would attract crowds of more 
than 20.000 and 30,000. 

Approximately 100.000 black 
college students and other young 
pec^le came to the beach last Labor 
Day weekend. Even more are ex- 
p«:ted this year. The committee 
planning is an attempt to avoid the 
rioting, looting and disruption 
which nuirred the 1989 celebration. 

Residents told City Council last 
week that they were concerned 
about the traffic, the noise and 
security in the neighborhood, and 
the loss of park use by residents 
over the weetoid. 

After the meeting, however, 
residoits realised they were fighting 
an uphill battle, said Charles R. 
TnK;y, president of the Red Wing 
Park Civic League, and m^ded to 
push on. 

They decided cm a referendum, 
which wiU be too late for Laborfest 
1990, said Ronna Tracy, but "we 
woe hopuig a little pr^sure" wouM 
convince oxincil to reconsider the 
Red Wii% Park ioctticm. 

The petiti(»ers will be r»iuired 
to have a petition signed by 25 
potent of the number of quatified 
vM^s in Virginia Beach tlut voted 



in the last general election — iha» 
is, the Tuesday councilmanic ela;- 
tion. 

The Tracys estimate they will 
need at least 7.500 to 10,000 
signatures. 

Monday night approximately 40 
residents met at the Tracy home at 
1116 Eaglewood Drive to plan the 
petition campaign. 

In addition to the Red Wing con- 
tingent, among those present were 
presidents of the Red Mill Forest, 
Hunt Club Forest and Lake Placid 
civic leagues; residents of Bird Neck 
Lakes; Glenn Tainter, president of 
the Courthouse/Sandbridge Coali- 
tion which includes approximately 
seven civic organizations; residents 
of Prosperity Road, which is north 
of the park; Ron Earley, of the 
KOA Campgrounds; and Jeffrey 
Mackay, of the Alicia Floral Shop 
at the Dam Neck Square Shopping 
CentCT. 

Some petitions were circulated in 
the neighborhoods Monday night 
and additional petitions were avail- 
able for signing at the precincts in 
the Red Wing area including the 
Courthouse Precinct and the Red 
Wing precinct at the Fire Fighting 
Training Center. 

Tracy said that if they needed 
more signatures after Tuesday they 
would continue with the petition 
campaign. 

The referendum is authorized un- 
^er s«;tion 3.09 of the City Char- 
ter. The qi^sUon on the petition

Tainter said that the residents 
were worried about setting a 
precedent for the future. 

The signatures on the petitions, 
under the city code, have to be cer- 
tified by the city registrar. Then the 
Circuit Court will call for an advi- 
sory referendum. The signatures 

have to be tumed in at least 60 days 
befcve the election. 

Tracy said that someone also has 
suggested an injunction. He said 
that if the petition drive is not suc- 
cessful, the residents will pursue 
another avenue. 

Tracy added that tax money will 
be paying for any damages that take 
place during the Laborfest activi- 
ties. 

He said that the people are not 
fearful of what they don't know. 
Maya- Meyera Obemdorf suggested 
that this might be the case. He sajj 
that the people do know and Greck- 
fesi (the name used that ^) 1989 
is still fresh in the minds ofa lot of 
people. He said that all you need is 
one percent of the 100,000 to 
choose to be malicious. 

Tracy said that the residents of 
the mostly suburban area chose not 
to live in the resort area because of 
the tourists, and "now they are 
plopped in the middle of quiet sub- 
urbia.** 

Referring to the proposed 
referendum. Obemdorf asked City 
Attorney Leslie Lilley for a legal 
opinion concerning the curtailment 
of the use of public parks in spe- 
cific instances and WhethCT such ac- 
tion would be considered discrimi- 
natory or in violation of the Con- 
stitution. 



Three years ago, wie out <rf every 
1,500 babies bom in Virginia 
Beach had Fetal AlcdtuA Syndrome. 

Now, according to Georgine 
Blumling, the Virginia Beach 
Community Services Btwrd's men- 
tal retardation prevention ^lecialist, 
the numbers have increased to one 
out of every 500. 

That means tliat in Virginia 
Beach, there could be as many as 
. JOO iMbiM b&at a year with tbe 
disonler. 

"Instead of decreasing it's 
increasing. Now it's stripped out 
Down's Syndrome," she said. 

Fetal Alcohol Syndrome is the 
result of matemal consumption of 
alcohol during pregnancy. The 
characteristics of a newbom with 
FAS are smaller eyes, flat fjpces, no 
ridge on the upper lip, misshapen 
ears, heart defects, mental retarda- 
tion, kidney problems and joint and 
limb deformities. 

'To the average population they 
might mistake them for a Down's 
Syndrome child." Blumling said. 

Blumling said FAS is most often 
caused by social drinking mi occurs 
mostly among the middle class 
population. When a pregnant 
woman takes a drink, she said, the 
alcohol crosses the placenta to the 
fetus, traveling through the baby's 



a 
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bloodstream in the same concentra- 
tion as in the mother. 

As the baby develops, the alco- 
hol kills off brain cells that do not 
regenoate, therefore causing mental 
r^ardation. 

"There's no reason these children 
should be bom with alcohol in their 
systems? It's 100 percent pre- 
ventable," she said. 

Blumling added that some FAS 
l»bies are bom drunk and must go 
through alcohol withdrawals, or are 
bom with alcohol on their breath. 

It is sometimes difficult to iden- 
tify FAS children at birth, Blum- 
ling said. Often it is diagnosed 
later, when children reach school 
age. When a child does not have the 
abnormal facial characteristics, but 
appears cranky, irritable, hyperac- 
tive and difficult to calm down.

Building a fire station on Brill Field isn't such a good idea. 
Although the Fire Department says it won't be a problem, naa- 
neuvering a fue truck around Kings Grant Circle in a huiry just 
doesn't seem possible. O safe. 

The field is located directly next to Kingston Elementaiy and 
many students walk to school. Each day huiKlrcds of kids cross 
the street and take short cuts thrcwgh tte circle. The ttought of 
a fire truck whipping around the COToer with small children in 
its path is frightening. 

Kings Grant has become too populated to acixxmnodate a fire 
statipn. 

Another location, which seems like the most logical, is at 
Newcastle and Litde Neck Road. There are very few houses 
located on the strip of land where the station could go. There 
would be easy access to and from Little Neck Road and trucks 
could get to the end of Little Neck Road in no time. The station 
would sit right next to the Little Neck Swim and Raquet Qub, 
which would seem like a plus for the club in the event of an 
emergency. ' 

The closest surrounding neighborhood is Bishopsgate. Many 
of the homeowners are protesting the fire station at Newcastle 
because they feel it will be in their backyards. Tlwre are a lot of 
woods dividing what would be the fire station, and houses in 
that neighborhood. It seems like the Kings Grant residents liv- 
ing close to Brill Field would have suffered a lot more. 

Although a fire station is not a good idea for Brill Field, tfie 
Kings Grant residents should have never pushed for oiw in the 
first place. Years ago, they agreed to someday seeing a fire sta- 
tion in their neighborhood to avoid seeing a 7-11 go up. Now 
the 7-11 is located elsewhere, and they want the fire station 
elsewhere also. That's not fair. The decision to put one in 
Kings Grant should never have been made. 

No matter where the fire station goes, the fact still remains 
that the area needs one. Hopefully, the city and the residents 
can come to an agreement on a location that will best serve ev- 
eryone involved. - K.L.D. * ;'v. 



Laborfest At Red Wing

Although the decision is not officially final, it seems like the 
city has designated Red Wing Park as die Laborfest '90 events 
site. 

Several other locations have been suggested by concerned 
residents of Red Wing and surrounding neighborhoods, but 
Red Wing Park does seem like tte most logical. 

First of all, there are no houses bordering the paric, just a 
nursery, which is 20 feet away. So, very few single family 
homes should directiy affected by the events. What the resi- 
dents are concerned about is the fact that the city will be allow-

Nearby residents should not worry liiemselves with the condi- 
tions of the park. 

It is understandable that residents are upset about so many 
paric rules being bent for this one weekend, but this is a des- 
perate situation. If the police do their jobs and the students obey 
the rules and just have fun, the entire weekend should be a 
success. Then, when the weekend is over, the residents of Red 
Wing can approach council on keeping the park open later for 
them and holding soccer games on the fields. 

Maybe the city has taken the right approach this year by 
^ planning events that the students will enjoy and giving them 
their own place to hang out. But, one can't help but think that 
that's not what the students want. They come to the beach to 
enjoy the ocean, the boardwalk, the shops and the bars. They 
may resent being hauled off to a secluded paric, or they may 
appreciate it. 

We can only learn from our mistakes. Hopefully there won't 
be any made. - K.L.D.

Does America Outspend The Worl(^Mh Education?

At a recent community meeting of business leaders, a young busi- 
nessman was doing a presentation on ways business could get involved 
with education. He lamented the inadequate skills exhibited by recent grad- 
uates, gave examples of how poorly our high school students compared lo 
Japan's, and* then made the statement that all this was occurring in the 
country that spent more on education than any other counuy in the world 
The lone educator in the room was the only person who questioned his 
"facts" because the prevailing mylh is ihal America oulspends the world on 

education. . „,u 

Unfortunately, there is both tfuth and fiction m this mylh. When 
Congress begins arguing over the budget, the news media and the Ed- 
ucation Deparunent report the total dollars spent each year on education. 
Then, of course, they gel carried away with showing how this compares lo 
Japan, England, West Germany and other nations of similar economic Sta- 
tus. What they do not do in their comparisons is separate out the spending 
on grades K-12 and collegiate education. This is why we believe we spend 
more money to educate our youth when in reality we do not; because in the 
public's mind, our youth are the K-12 students, notlhe total education 
system. 
To help understand what the United States really spends compared to the

other indusuialized nations, the Economic Polky Institute, an economic- 
policy think lank, studied how the United States compared in spending on 
grades K-12 rather than the total education budget; Their results rank the 
United Slates I4th among 16 counuies suidied in percentage of national 
and per-capita income spent on K-12 education. (See charts). 

The Economic Policy Institute maintains that using this comparison, 
the United Slates would have to increase spending by more than $20 bil- 
lion a year to bring the U.S. up to the average level of the other economi- 
cally similar nations. 

The study's authors calculated national education spending as a percent- 
ase of national income, or gross domestic product. This method, they be-

President Dwight D. Eisenhower established Law Day by proclamation 
stating, "It is fitting that l^e American people should remember with pride 
and vigilantly guard the great heritage of liberty, justice and equality under 
law. . . It is our moral and civic obligation as free men and as Americans 
to preserve and suenglhen that great heritage." 

A joint resolution by Congress in 1961 reaffirmed Law Day as a lime 
for every American citizen lo reficct on our legal heritage, the role of law 
in our society and the rights we enjoy under the Constitution. Recent in- 
novative programs have included coordination with sponsors of local cam- 
paigns against drunk driving; and outreach programs to senior citizens.

The Question Of Biodegradable Plastic In Landfills 



Will biodegiadabte plastic degrade when placed in a landfill environment? 
Arc any landfilled items biodegrading aftw being placed in landfills? At 
what rate do photodegradable products decompose when placed in the sun- 
light? At present, no one has the answers to these questions and as long as 
these questions remain unanswered, the controversy over the use of degrad- 
able friastic versus nondepadable plastic will undoubtedly c(mtinue. 

The lack of tmiform definitkms for degradabic plastics is one obstacle in 
trying to understand the biodegradability issue. Some legislation has man- 
dated that plastics degrade in 90 days, while others do not require that ihc 
product degrade within a specific time, but just that it be degradable, even 
if it takes 10 years or more. 

The following arc the most frequently discussed and misunderstood 
points relating to biodegradable and photodegradable plastic products as re 
ported in Keep America Beautiful's December 1989 issue of its newsleucr 

Focus: 

• Whether biodegradable plastics degrade in landfiUs. 

• Whether biodegradable plastics adversely affect plastic recycled 

products. 

• Effects {rfiotodegradable plastics have on marine life. 

• Use of biodegradable and i^iotodegradable products to ease roadside 
littering. 

• Potmtial uses of biodegradable products outside of landfilling. 

On the average, 6S peicent of all waste entering landfills is degradable 
(yard, food waste and paper products), but there is little research to show 
whether thea biodegradable products or any other material actually break 
(town in a Imdfill cnvironmenL Most modem sanitary landfills are con- 
structed to inhibit degradation by keeping moisttire out. This is done to 
prevent the fwmatiai of "Icachate," a liquid formed from rain or other pre- 





Icm solved. 

Will biodegradable and photodegradable products ease the problem of 
roadside littering? The misconception is that if these products are placed in 
the sun and arc exposed to outdoor elements, ihcy will quickly decompose 
and thus solve the problem of roadside waste. Recent research shows, 
--.^wcvcr, that people litter where litter has already accumulated and if 
ivdividftaJs are given the sense that plastic waste dumped on the roadside 
will soon disappear, not only will that trash spoil the landscs^. but at the 
'4rT»c time ft will atuact even more litter as the degradation process slowly 
'fecurs;'Als», degradability may be loo slow to avoid ingestions of plastics 



cipiiation which tfavcls through waste, and can contaminate ground as well 
as surface water if not properly collected and Ucalcd. In addition, pho 
lodcgradable plastics require sunlight in order lo degrade and sunlight is nol 
available within the depths of a sanitary landfill. !^ 

There arc al.so concerns that degradable plastics, mixed wilh balchcs T)l 
pla.slic intended for recytling, may harmfully affect the final recycled prod- 
uct. Conlamination of batehes of recyclable material wilh degradable mate- 
rials may compromise Ihc quality of the end product and undermine the cf 
forts to recycle plaslics on a widespread basis. 

At issue as well is ihe feasibility of photodegradable plastics produCl!!| 
usage lo help solve the problem of plastic waste buildup in the marin^ 
environment. The problems associated wilh plastic in the ocean arti 
particularly U^agic — the entanglement of birds and other animals in six- 
pack rings and plastic fishing net; and the ingestion of plastic by marine 
life. Only when plastic is kept out of the marine environment is ihc prob- 



' "9M{d'-niially, many arc considering uses such as yard waste collection and 
composting — a process that e^fcourages dcgradMiwi and requires moisture 
and air — wilh degradable plastic bags. To attrsKl farmers and gardeners, 
agriculture mulch films, a new type of technology that reduces weeds anrt 
l(>.ss of fertilizer, is also being considered as a prtcntial use for degradable 
plastic products. 

Only after the iwoccsscs are refined and research is documented can we be 
suroof ite positive- effects of ckgradable plastic.

Economic Development Plan Presented To Council 



City Council recently received a 
plan characterized as a "road map" 
for economic development for the 
balance of die century and beyond: 
The final rejxiit of the Mayor's 

Committee on Economic Devel- 
opment Strategic Manning. 

Copies of die report were pre- 
sented to council by Patricia A. 
Phillips, director of die Virginia 
Beach Office of Research and 
Strategic Analysis, and Dr. E.T. 
Buchanan, dean of Campus and 
Community Services at Tidewater 
Community College/Virginia 
Beach Campus, co-chairs of the 
mayor's committee. 

The plan was created by iq^irox- 
imately 70 cidzen volunteers and 
15 municipal employees during the 
past year-and-a-half. A separate 
analysis detailing die city's strong 
and weak points in the economic 
development area, and die types of 
businesses the city should seek to 
attract, was also part of die strategic 
planning process. 

Accepting die report for die city 
council. Mayor Meyera E. Obem- 
dorf noted die many hours devoted 
by citizens and staff to creating the 
plan and expressed die city's appre- 



ciation to them. 

A central dieme of die report is 
die need to cre^ and nurture a pro- 
business climate or philosophy 
tiffoughout die city. 

The strategic planning piocess 
began with identifying relevant is- 
sues and analyzing internal and ex- 
ternal factors diat can affect eco- 
nomic development in Virginia 
Beach. Eventually numerous goals 
and objectives, and die strategies 
needed to accomplish them, were 
detennined.

The report also compares per-pupil spending as a percentage of a coun- 
try's per-capita income. The average per-pupil expenditure in the U.S. in 
1985 was $3,456 which was 20.8 percent of per capita incwne. Only Aus- 
tralia and Ireland spent smaller percentages on education. 

This is just one of several studies done recently that show that when the 
spending on grades K-12 is separated from the total budget, the United 
States does not, in fact, outspend the world on educating childrui.

The path to environment^ IHOiection. however, has new been easy. In 
some cases, strategic woe impeded and requirements mandated with little 
und^standing of either the sciem^ requoed U> tttain national objectives or 
the economic imi^ct erf imirfementatioa. 

The energy crises in both the early and late "TOs, accompmiied by sa 
economic downturn that set unemployment re«irds unrivaled since the 
Great Dcptessitm, pitied Uw cost of environmental compliance agunst the 
need to stimulate the ecoiwmy. And mwe (rflen than not, tf»e economy 
won. As President Gerald Ford said, "I pursue the goal of clean air and pure 
water, but 1 must also pursue the (^jectives of maximum jobs and 
continued economic progress." The OPEC-induced energy crisis also served 
to put environmental issues on the back burner as the nation and the Cuter 
administration pursued develc^ent of alternative energy sources, with 
significantly less attention to their environmental consequNices, as a top 
priority. 

Despite the national government's shift in focus, inogress on the envi- 
ronmental front continued. While new initiatives and additi<xial require- 
ments for rwlucing pollutants may have seemed to languish during the 
'80s, the initiatives of the '70s nevertheless to<& hold. 

While the air we breathe is still polluted, it is far cleaner than two 
decades ago. More than $70 billion in federal resources have provided 
assistance to local govemmenis in meeting secondary treatmuit require- 
ments for wastewater. Open dumping of municipal solid waste has been 
banned and largely eliminated. Drinking water supplies have improved sigs^ 
nificantly and major cleanup efforts have been launched to eliminate ^ 
hazards of leakage seeping into invaluable groundwater supi^ies from toxic 
wastes and underground stoage tanks. 

It is generally conceded that the United States leads the world in effoMs 
to maintain and restore the environmental ambience of not only ow natifHi 
but across international boundaries as well. The new administration hais 
outlined its major environnrwntal goals: Pollution prevention, intematiottal 
cooperation on matters of environmental concern (principally global 
warming and acid rain), no net loss of wetlands and vigorous enforcement 
of the laws protecting our environment While the nation as a whole has 
yet to complete the agenda of the '70s, these new approaches by and large 
blend in well with our continuing progress in assuring a legacy of a 
healthy, productive environment to the generations yet to come. 

CtoaniUr 

The president's first major environmental initiative, currently under con- 
sideration in Congress, is reauthorization of the Clean Air Act. 

More than 104 metropolitan areas of the country, home to more than 70 
percent of the American population, have not attained the National Ambi- 
ent Air Quality Standards for ozone and/or carbon monoxide. While many 
• of these areas have marginal air quality problems (to be designated a non- 
attainment area requires only four violations of the national standards in 
three years), others have problems so severe that there arc appreciable 
health effects on the local populations and visible manifestations of pollu- 
tion (smog in Los Angles, the "brown cloud" in Denver). 
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gram and the city's public school system, will distribute copies of So, 
You're 18! to all seniors in the Virginia Beach public schools. 

At this ceremony, copies of the booklet, prepared by the Virginia 
Lawyers Auxiliary, were presented to the presidents of the senior classes of 
the eight public high schools.

Many elderly people took advantage of this opportunity to 
receive free legal advice.

In adcbtion to 
the eight public high schools, special tours have been given to First 
Colonial ChrisUan School. Norfolk Academy, the Secondly Gifted Pro- 
gram (American Legal System Class), and twelfth grade govemment 
classes (rf the Career Developmait Center."

While die parameters of a Clevi Air Act rewthorization nmasure are as 
yet imclear, a final law will undoubtedly incliule Ute imposition of imw 
strai^iK, the regulation of add^nal sources of pollutants, mcxt stringent 
requirements on tailpipe emis»(m from motor vehicles and innovative 
ptopwsis to enhtfice devek^Hnent, marketing and use of alternative-fueled 
vehicles. 

While we expect a rauithorizitton measure to be costly and com|dex, we 
also expect it will assure almost all Americuis that within a generation 
they will be iMeathing clean air. 

SOMMMf 

The journey of the^nCamous "prbage bvge" focused the nation's atten- 
tion on our growing solid wa^ dispcsal problem, an issue thtt has tradi- 
tionally been the province d local governments. 

While a ban on tqwn-dumping and burmng of municipal solid waste and 
cradle-to-grave requirements for the handling of toxic wastes have been ad- 
(hessed in fe^ral legislation, further significant initialives on solid waste 
are anticq»ted in the near future. 

Already, a number of initiatives have been iHtYX)sed in Congress dealing 
with the gamut of solid waste issues: Recycling, source reduction/waste 
minimization, minimum federal standards for incineration and landfiUing. 
and |»oposed bans on the interstate tranqxm of municipal solid waste. 

Mandatory federal requirements to recycle a minimum of 2S percent of 
the municipal waste stream are almost a given. What needs to be imincssed 
on federal legislators is that recyding efforts will ncA succeed without sig- 
nificant federal investment in creating maritets fw recyclables. Wardwus- 
ing separate wastes is not a valid solid waste strategy. Without ade^te 
martlets, a national requirement to reduce the waste stream will residt in 
exactly that. 

Source reduction and waste minimization can be most successfully ac- 
complished at the federal level. It remains lo be seen if the federal govem- 
ment has the wherewithal to mandate that packagers and producers of prod- 
ucts that contaminate the municipal waste stream alter their practices. 
Many local govonments have made attempts at regulating packaging prac- 
tices or banning specified products from use in their communities. Pethsps 
more of us should take similar actions to stimulate industry interest in 
uniformity and federal action on this issue. 

Bodi EPA and Congress have or are now developing standards for mu- 
nicipal waste combustcvs and sanitary landfills. It is hc^ied that environ- 
mentally protective requirements promulgated by the fedaal govemment 
will facilitate the ability of local governments to overcome the "NIMBY" 
(not in my backyard) syndrome and move forward with environmentally 
sound facilities to deal with their local solid waste. 

One of the most, if not the most, controversial issues to surface in the 
solid waste debate will be the potential for prohibiting interstate transput 
of garbage. Many northeastnn states have exhausted their disposal c^incity 
and are unable to build new facilities in the face of citizen objections. Si- 
multaneously, states with remaining capacity are increasingly reluctant to 
share their disposal facilities. Requiring each state to develop a long-term 
"capacity assurance" plan for diqiosal of wastes generated within the state 
may be a step in the right direction. 

I'm proud to be able to report that Virginia Beach has taken a bold and 
innovative waste management step that has resulted in recognition and 
revenue. Our newly constructed methane recovery plant recycles methane 
~as produced by decaying garbage in the city's landfill into enough 
lectricity to power thousands of homes. As the largest landfill gas-to- 
electricity power plant on the East Coast, it conserves natural resources, 
helps protect the earth's ozone layer and produces revenue for the city. Re- 
cently, President Bush commended Virginia Beach's concern for the envi- 
ronment as evidenced by this project I consider the methane recovay plan 
a prime example of how local governments need to approach solid waste 
problems with an innovative eye on the unique.

Despite major investments made by the federal state and local govern- 
moits in facilities necessary to treat wastewater, many smaller communi- 
ties never had acxxss to federal grants for consmiction of wastewater treat- 
mwit plants. This was in large measure because they served smaller popu- 
lations uid their pollutant lo«ling was fai less significant than that of ma- 
jor population centers. 

As a result of the federal deficit. Congress agreed irt 1987 to phase out 
grants for the MMistruction of these mandatory facilities and to replace 
grants with a stiate revolving loan program. The current fiscal year will 
witness the end of grants; hereafter, only repayable Icahs will be available 
to the communities that have not yet met the federal requirement for sec- 
ondary treatment How these small communities, those with least access to 
the bond maricet for borrowing the needed funds and those with the least 
local resources to l^, will fare under the new repayable loan program re- 
mains to be seen. . . 

The 1987 amendments also impose new requir^ents on larger munici- 
palities (those with pc^ulaticms in excess of 105,000) to commence pro- 
grams to manage and eliminate pollution from stormwater runoff. While 
local govemmoits were required to file peamit applications for their sepa- 
rate storm sewers on Feb. 4. EPA has yet to promulgate regulations indi- 
cating how stormwater runoff is to be managed. 

The dilemma facing local governments on stormwatw is. unfortunately, 
more typical than not On the one hand, we arc supposed to file a permit 
application to implement an unknown program. On the other hand, if we 
await the requirements before filing a permit application, we can be the 
subject of citizen suits. 

DrinUng Water 

Congress has enacted legislation ensuring our citizens safe drinking wa- 
ter. The measure mandates the removal of specified contaminants and im- 
plementation of strategies to assure their removal. The use of lead solder 
also has been banned in construction of new facilities and replacement of 
existing plumbing fixtures. 

According to EPA, 60,000 public water systems will be required to 
spend mtwe than $2 billion in capital and operating costs to comply with 
new fedoal standards. These expenditures will fall disproportionately on 
smaller public drinking water systems where EPA estimates residential 
water biUs will increase an average of $340 per household. 

CknclLBiQn 

For the nation's local governments, environmental issues are the 
I»ovabial two-edged sword. We live in our communities, care about them 
and the legacy we leave our children. As a consequence, we have a vital 
stake in the environmental ambience of our cities and towns. Clean air. 
clean water and well-managed disposal of solid waste all contribute to our 
rqHitation as livable cities. 

Alternatively, the costs of environmental compliance are escalating be- 
yond our ability to afford implementation of the necessary strategies to at- 
tain our national goals and objectives. 

Increasingly, the fednal govemment has ceased to be our partner. Over- 
whelmed with the deficit and unable to make the hard political choices that 
will restore the nation's solvency, environmental mandates have become 
the wder of the day. "No new taxes" may be the rallying cry in Washing- 
ton, but the expectation is that we. local elected officials, can bit6 the bul- 
let and implement the federal agenda solely at the expense of our local tax- 
payers. 

Given unlimited resources, environmehtal issues would clearly be near 
the top of our list But resources are not unlimited and enforcement alone 

is not going to clean up or maintain the environment. We must reinstate 
the partnership of earlier years, prioritize our national environmental 
agenda and move on with the task of providing a legacy we can proudly 
pass (m to those who come ai\a us.

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they most likely have Fetal Alco- 
hol Effects. 

Blumling said one in every 250 
births result in FAE. The child is 
usually diagnosed as being 
hyperactive, until the FAE is traced 
to the mother's use of alcohol. 

"People don't realize that the 
amount of alcohol is voy minor. It 
may not cause FAS but there's a 
very big possibility that it could," 
she said 

Blumling said the reason fOT the 
increase in FAS is basic lack of 
knowledge. 

"I'm amazed that people think 
about it as the detrimental effects of 
women who drink heavily." she 
said. 

Blumling said there is plenty of 
information about FAS available 
from the health department. She 
said it is important to talk to 
teenagers before they become preg- 
nant, so she lectures to junior and 
senior high school students. 

She said some teenagers, as well 
as adults, don't realize they are 
pregnant for two months after con- 
ception. By then, she said, the 
damage has already been done. 

"All of us are responsible. Be- 
cause social drinking is so com- 
monpl^:e, the woman may not be 
sure and take a drink. If we have 
pressured someone into taking a 
drink during pregnancy, we're all 
responsible." Blumling said. 

The Mittch of Dimes Birth De- 
fects Foundation recently launched 
an information program. Its focus 
is Mother's Day, May 13, formally 
designated by Govanor Douglas L. 
Wilder as Fetal Alcohol Syndrome 
Awareness Day. He also named 
May 13 through 19 sa Fetal Alco- 
hol Awatencss Wedc. 

The iNiblk: infomation campaign 
features a poster to be displayed 
statewide in all ABC steles, 7- 1 Is 
and High's dairy sbves. The theme 
of the poster is: "A pregnant 
woman never drinks aloiK. Cau- 
tion: Drinking during {M^gnancy 
may cau.<ie birth defects."

Economics, Politics, Tourism Debated As Council, Committee, Community Try To Come To Grip Over 
Holiday Weekend.

An angry Barbara Henley, smart- 
ing from defeat at the polls last 
Tuesday, reprimamted a Laborfest 
commiuee mamber for insiauating 
that politics might influence City 
Council decisions on the holiday 
preparations. 

"We made those tough decisions 
three weeks ago and will make 
tough decisions again," she shouted 
during a work session Monday 
when the Labor Day Community 
Coordination Committee jwesented 
its weekly report 

J. Burton Harrison, a member of 
the logistics sub-committee of the 
Labor Day Committee, had told 
council, "We'll be asking you today 
to put the plan (presented by the 
committee to council for the Labor 
Day weekend) to bed. We'll be 
asking you today to put the (use oO 
Red Wing Park to bed." He then 
said that council should be guided 
by the good of the city and not 
politics. 

Henley lost her bid for re-election 
to council for a fourth term when 
voters demonstrated their displea- 
sure with the Labor Day planning 
by turning out of office four of the 
six incumbents on the ballot 

Poll workers said that some of 
the voters did not know who the 
incumbents were, and that they 
asked poll workers who they were 
so that they would not vote for 
them. All of the incumbents who 
lost were borough representatives - 
Henley from Pungo, John D. Moss 
from Kempsville, Albert Baiko 
from Lynnhaven and John L. Perry 
fromBayside. 

The two incumbents who were 
re-elected were Nancy Pariccr and • 
William D. Sessoms, Jr., both at- 
largc members. 

Three weeks ago, council en- 
dorsed the committee's plan which 
included the use of Red Wing Park 
for various Laborfest events from 2 
p.m. to 2 a.m. However, the 
committ^ was asked to reexamine 
the use of Red Wing Park and the 
traffic situatioi. 

Monday council was asked to 
approve the traffic propel to close 
Atlantic and Pacific Avenues to 
traiTic over the weekend, iuid to as- 
sure tlw commiuee tte use of Red 
Wing, a city-owned park on Goieral 
Booth Boulevard. 

Henley, wto is generally a soft- 
spoken person who uses facts and 
s^iH actica l ly and ffWSBftt&fet 
her points sKiross, raised her voice 
in the relatively small council con- 
ference room at City Hall, and, said 
that the incumbents took the 
political percussions of the Labw 
Day w^kend at the pbUs. 

"You said the same thing three 



weeks ago," she said to Harrison, 
about council's need to act fast so 
that the word could be put out to 
the fraternity students and others 
expected to pour into the Beach for 
the Labor Day wcekwid. "We told 
you we had not reached the citizens 
of Virginia Beach ... we did it for 
the people coming in and not for 
(the citizens of Virginia Beach)." 

She said that she and not the 
committee "sat at the polls last 
Tuesday," and that the committee 
did not take "the abuse I took . . . 
we will be glad to hear the 
committee's proposal on next 
week's agenda ... but not today . . 
. I also want to hear what the 
newly-elected council members 
have to propose (in regard to the 
Labor Day weekend). I have noth- 
ing to lose," she said. "I made a 
tough decision three weeks ago and 
will make a tough decision again . . 
. (but) the citizens deserve to be 
heaixL" 

Moss also flared up, saying that 
the city akeady had a "referendum" 
on Labor Day at the polls last 
Tuesday. What he heard, he said, 
was that people don't want the stu- 
dents here, regardless of the plan. 

When Harrison intemipted to say 
that the city would never get ap- 
proval of the issue in a referendum. 
Moss shouted back, "Don't argue 
with me ... the public has said 
they don't want it. You haven't 
convinced the general public yet" 

He said that the attitude of the 
public is that if the students or 
anybody else want to come to the 
Beach, let them come and behave 
themselves or face tte repercus- 
sions. 

"Someone has to make those de- 
cisions regardless of what your 
public thinks," said Harrison. 

Council is expected to make the 
decisions next Monday after the 
public is givoi a chance to exixess 
its views. 

Linwood Branch, a co-chairman 
of the securities sub-committee, 
presented the traflk plan. Atlantic 
Street would be closed frmn 42nd 
Street to the loop and Pacific wouU 
be closed from 31st to the Rudee 
Intet Bridge. 

Parking would be prdiiUied on 
the streets in the next foat blocks 
with motwists diverted to satellite 
parking at Oceana and Lynnhaven. 
Hdel giKSts and resid^ts would be 
allowed thtou^. 

Brmch sakl that uafTK wc»ild be 
diverted at Bird Neck Road, far 
^eoough^^Mit^^Q^i hat a bottleneck 
would not result in the resiifential 
areas. He said the committee is 
u^ing to remove conflict in the 
iKighborhoods. He said the quesn 
tion is wtether entertainment will 
be jriannnl. He said that no public 
moiey will be ^jent on entertain- 



ment, that the special events will 
be ticketed. 

Of oUier sites considered, he said 
that the use of Pendleton (which 
was not requested of State auth<m- 
ties) would bring pedestrians 
through tiK beach ncighboriioods. 
The use of Mount Trashmore would 
also disrupt the residents and is too 
far from the beach. 

Branch said that if an event is too 
far away from the beach, it will not 
be well-auendal. Red Wing Park, 



however, is a three-and-a-half-mile 
drive fran) the beach and has only 
oneoitrance. 

He said that the committee plans 
to have enough satellite parking so 
that pe<^le will not park in neigh- 
boifioods. 

He said that many people will 
oppose the plan, but that these 
fxofAt shoukl offer alternate plans.

Schizophrenia Affects One Percent Of Population; 
Not Known Exactly How It's Caused

Contrary to popular bcliet, 
schizq)hrenia is not a q)lit person- 
ality, according to Eugenia Fenell. 
president of the Schizophrenia 
Foundation-Alliance for the Men- 
tally ni. 

"It's not a Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 
Hycte. That's just where the name 
came from," said Ferrell. who 
stressed that May is Mental Health 
Month. 

Schizqjhrenia, which affects one 
percent erf the city's peculation, is a 
thought disorder, or a chemical im- 
balance of the teain, said Cheri ft)- 
uaska, program director at Be^h 
House on N. Lynnhaven Road. 

Most schizophrenic patients can't 
think straight, have delusions, 
think someone is after them, have 
hallucinati(ms and hear voices. Of- 
tentimes, Ferrell said, the voices 
may tell them to do violent things. 

"It does not mean someone is 
violent These people, fw the most 
part, are so slowed down and pas- 
sioiless, they're not capable of do- 
ing wything," she said. 

Ferrell has first hand experience 
with schizophrenics; two of her 
nine iHothers md sisters and two of 
her 30 nieces and nephews became 
schizophrenic. Ironically, all of 
them were boys. 

Ferrell sakl schizq)hrenia can be 
hoeditary, bttt it is not quite known 
how it h^)pens. Most schizc^hren- 
ics live normal lives until their late 
teem cm- early twoities. 

"It hits them just when they're 
stating out" she said. 

Schizc^roiira experience a per- 
.sonality change, withdrawal, they

With new i^ipointments coming 
up. Sachs, at a council workshop 
Monday, recommended that minor- 
ity members be placed on the 
commission. He said that the city 
has sizeable populations of Fil- 
ipino. Hispanic uid black citizens, 
but that the commission has no 
minorities serving on the board. 

Vice Mayor Robert E. Fentress 
pointed out that when the council 
receives resumes of prospective 
members, the resumes show noth- 
ing about the racial backgrounds of 
the candidates. 

Sachs said that he would (tefer to 
the good judgemoit of council and 
that some of the council members 
will know who the minorities are. 

Fentress also asked about a recent 
situation when the Nwfolk Sym- 
phony pops orchestra and the Vir- 
ginia Beach Pops performed at the 
Pavilion back-lo-back. "That was 
an unusual thing to happen," 
Fentress said. 

Sachs said that the arts commis- 
sion is in the forefront in getting 
the two groups to coordinate eff<»ts 
so that they will not perfcmn back- 
to-back. He said that the commis- 
sion is putting a lot of (Hcssure on 
the organizations. 

At one time, the Virginia Beach 
Pops, directed by Walter Noona, 
was brought into the Norfolk 



Symphony organization. Noona, 
with his Virginia Beach-based pops 
orchestra, broke away from the 
symphony and returned to its inde- 
pendent status. The Arts and Hu- 
manities Commission, at the time 
under pressure from suppevters on 
both sides, decided to aUocaie equal 
amounts to the two groups Crom 
the Arts and Humanities biuret. 
Last year each wganizittion received 
$70,000. 

Sachs said Mcmday. however, 
that the allocation to the Norfolk 
Symphony was to the symphony 
and not to a pops orchestra of the 
symphony.

Sachs said that he feels the same 
way. that tl^ commission did not 
intend to have a duplication of ser- 
vices. He said that the commission 
was interested in using a core of 40 
musicians who would play in boUi 
the symphony and the pops or- 
chestra, which would guarantee the 
services of the musicians. 

He said that the commission did 
not "want to end up with two sym- 
phony orchestras and two pops (x- 
chestras but wanted one tarific 
symphony and one tenific paps" 

He added that the commissim 

does not want to dictate how to 
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must also be taken. A specifK side 
effect is tongue protrusion. 

Ferrell said aside from the drugs, 
the best treatment for local 
schizophrenics is Beach House, a 
rehabilitation center desigiKd to 
assist persMis with mental illness 
in the recovery aid reint^ralion in 
the community.

The center is set up as a 
clubhouse model ami is run by staff 
and members togedier.

Ferrell said that »:hizoiArenics 
on medication and involved in ichrf) 
are capable of working. Howevw. 
^ sak! if a patient b really "out of 
it" they may be admitted to a 
mental hospital, but only for a 
sh«t time so they can get hack out 
in the community. 

"Our philosoi*y is that a person 
is wanted, nee^ «kI expeqted," 
said Potraska. 

"It can be hwd. People who are 
ill »id don't realize it 6o have to be 
taken to the hoqrit^ a^st their 
will."

Ferrell added that in the past, 
schizophrenics were put in the 
closet and families denied the ill- 
ness because they w«e ashamed.

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Don't Give Up Hope On 
The Mentally III 

There dfe vsnom fcma of mental illness, one in particular 
being schizophrenia. Many «pe^ple have. toisconqepUons of 
what exactly the illness is. What it is not is split personality. 
Many peqple may categorize a schizophrenic as someone with 
multiple po^nalities, such as the character that actress Sally 
Field played in the movie Sybil. 

The sad part about schizophrenia is that it can strike at any 
tinw, althmigh it mostly occurs in the late teenage years. A per- 
fectly normal and ^tive person can suddenly become 
^hizophrenic. 

It must cause terrible pain for a family to see such a transfor- 
nution in one of their loved (xies. Schizophrenics may become 
to^y diffment people. They beccmie withdrawn and may hal- 
lucinate and hear voices. With these symptoms, it seems like it 
would be almost impossible to carry on a nomial life. 

This is where treatment steps in. Rehabilitation centers such 
as Beach House work with mentally ill patients. Its main goal is 
to Itelp tlte patient get back out in the woiic force and make a life 
for themselves. Of course, medication must also be taken to aid 
in that process. 

Many people think the mentally ill aren't capable of doing 
anything. The clients at Beach House prove them wrong. Not 
only are they learning how to deal wi^ their illness, they are 
being given an opportunity to woik. The clients help the staff 
run the center, lius should prepare the clients for any job op- 
p(ntunities in the future. 

Tliose who have a family member or friend who is mentally 
ill, 'should not give up hope. There is patient treatment, as well 
as family education, available. It just needs to be taken advan- 
tage of. - K.L.D.

By Worlcing Part-Time

While some of their teenage 
friends are working part-time jobs 
at grocery and convenience stores, 
Julie and Rick Husk spend at least 
four nights a week at the Tidewater 
Dinner Theater on Northampton 
Boulevard. 

The brother and sister duo have 
landed unusual jobs, he as a spot- 
light operator and she as a lighting 
technician. 

"It's the slackest job you could 
ever find," said Rick, 16. 

Julie got the job at the theater 
before Rick did, but she wasn't the 
first member of the family to work 
there. Her older brother Mike had 
the job first, and passed it on to her 
when he went away to college 
about three years ago. 

Julk, 18-, started out as a stage- 
hand taking care of props and then 
worked her way up to graphics, 
spotlight operator and now lighting 
technician. She is responsible for 
"bringing up the lights" from a 
booth located behind the audience. 

"You have to have a lot of 
common sense and know how to 
foltow directions," she said. 

Rick came on board a few 
months ago when the theater was in 
need of extra stagehands. He now 
runs the spotlight from a catwalk 
above the audience. 

"I'm literally working in the 
roof. It gets really hot," he said. 

The Husks spend about four 
nights a w^k, for four hours per 
night, at the theater. There are no 
shows cm McHidays'or Tuesdays and 
they each have substitutes to work 
for them when they need a night 
Dff: 

Spending so much time at the 
theater, Julie said, ha.s not affected 
either of the teens' school work. 
Both Julie and Rick are on the 



honor society at Norfolk Catholic 
High School. When their work load 
becomes too heavy, they bring their 
school books to work with them. 

Julie, who is approaching 

graduation, has no definite plans for 

her future, but she said she'd like to 

take a theater class and try her hand 

•at acting. 

Rick has other plans. He wants 
to take his sister's job when she 
goes away to college. 

"It's a great place to go when 
there's tension at home. You can 
just be yourself there. Everyone 
accepts you for who you are," Rick 
said. 

The Husks describe the theater as 
"one big family," which is 
something they should be used to. 
The Arrowhead residents and 
children of Michael and Susan 
Husk, come from a large family 
themselves. Mr. Husk, a Navy 
man. and Mrs. Husk, a ^udent at 
Tidewater Community College, are 
the parents of eight childr»i. 

Although their psut-time jobs are 
belter than otim teenage jobs. Rick 
said, the work isn't steely. He said 
there may be work fot two months 
uid then no wwk for two months, 
depending on how many people are 
needed for each show. Rick has 
only worked two shows, while 
Julie has worked five (X six. Each 
show usually runs for six to eight 
wedcs. 

The show currently nmning at 
the dinner theater is Pippin , a 
musical about Chvles the Great, 
his son and their life together. Julie 
said the lighting in this show is 
more complic^ed than others. The 
show, which began about a month 
ago, runs through June 3.

School Board To Consider System's First Strategic Plan

It took a little ovo' a year to hamma out, but the School Board commit- 
tee is recommending a strategic plan to the board that says the highest goal 
of the Virginia Beach City Public Schools should be a major commiunent 
to excellence. The committee has recommended five goals that parallel five 
previously identified priorities of the board. These goals arc as follows: 

• Make a major commitment to excellence. 

• Eiqpedile the integration of computer technol(^ into the mainstream 
of teaching and learning. 

• Increase the success rate fw at-risk students. 

• Achieve the optimum teacher^pil ratm at each tevel. 

• Manage changes in student pc^lation. 

Each goal has two or more objectives that in turn have identified strate- 
gies that can be carried out to achieve the objectives and goals of the school 
division. 

For example, the second recommended goal is expedite the integration of 
computCT technology into the mainstream of teaching and learning. The 
committM feels that the fust objective that must be met to accomplish this 
goal is to imfnove teacher and administrator skills in the area of technology. 
Some fo the suggested strategies include: Provide access to computers, de-

On May 1, 1990. Amoicans celebrated Law Day; Russians obso^red a 
non-traditional "Communist May Day." and a few voters in Virginia Beach 
participated in Election Day, choosing six to serve on council for four-year 
terms. 

It was no ordinary day in Moscow, but an occasion for complaints and 
criticism against the government It was also no ordinary election day in 
our city. There were challengers for every seat, and angry voters voiced 
their criticism of the city's handling pf "Greekfta" by dtfeatmg^^fow of ttie 
incumbents. The event is now called LaborfesL 

This year's councilmanic campaign was marked by mudslinging and 
bashing of the those seeking re-election, by multiple public a{q)earances by 
the unusually large number of candidates, who frequently outnumbered the 
potential voters in the audience, and by i4)parent apathy on the {wt of the 
electorate. 

At a time when people around the world are starving and often dying to 
obtm the freedom to vote aaid choose their leaders, more and more Ameri- 
cans are failing to exocise this righL In Virginia Beach, a moe 27 percent, 
or 35,962 of the 135,690 registered voters bothoed to go the polls. 

Those who did vole appeared more interested in unseating than seating. 
Virginia Beach voters v/ac obviously unhappy with the current council's

It seems to me that there was more use of television advertising in this 
local election than ever before. Many of these "sound biles" denigrated an 
opponent rather than presenting a challenger's views. Unfortunately, the 
public has seen character attacks win more votes than issue proposals. Af- 
ter all, negative campaigning and hyperbole were significant factors in the 
president's landsli(te victory. 

No innuendo or distortion seems to be off-limits any more. But where 
this type of campaigning is carried to an extreme, there is often a reverse 
effect. For instance, one defeated challenger used a toilet seat plastered with 
bills to indicate that his opponent was "fiushing taxpayer's money down a

The public professes to ab- 
hor such methods, but as long as voters re^nd, candidates will continue 
to use them. 

However, there is no questim that tdevision has a tremendous and coa- 
tinning impact The image of Willie Hcmon and the revolving door re- 
mains in the mind. In his forthcoming hock. See How They Run, Paul 
Taylor, who covo^ politics f(x The Washington Post, suggests it is time 
to use TV in a positive way to clean up campaigns. He sugge^ raising 
the level of political discourse with a "five-minute fix." Each national 
candidate would have five minutes of fie^ time on alternate nights during 
the final month of the campaign. ^\^ 

In return, the candidate woidd agree to a single format restrictkni. He or 
^ would have to qipear on air for the entire five minutes. There would be 
no (qqxment. no surrogate, no journalist, just the candidate making his or 
her own best case to a nightly TV and radio audience of some 70 million. 
Why not try this innovative idea in our next local election? We have our 
own city cable station and couM begin now preparing guidelines fcM* siK;h 
an experiment. This would be a way to make the candidate accountable for 
his OT her campaigning - positive or negative, truthfid or distorted. 

Elections, e!q)ecially on the national level, are usually tipped heavily in 
favor of incumbents because of name ncogaiijon. But, name recognition 
had a reverse effect in this local election. One voter was heard to state that 
if he recognized the name, he woukl eliminate him or her from considera- 
tion! 

Perhaps money is indeed the root of all evil. It is a sad commentary, but 
money talks and the public listens! Money buys televisicm time, {M'ofes- 

sional advisws and top advertising agencies. Cleariy, in this local cam- 
paign, some of the slick ads and brochures had an impact along widi the 
(wofessionally done television ads. It is sad to think that often the most 
qualified candidate cannot compete with the one who has "deep pockets." 

"The Catch 22 of modon politks is that peq[>le won't cmlribute money 
to a candidate unless that candidate has a chance of winning - and candidates 
without money don't have much chance of winning," according to a recent 
edit(vial in the Norfolk ncw^a^. 

Even as Congress acts to reform campaip financing on the national 
level, diere is a loophole in the legislation which exempts those in 
Congress who retire by 1933. An article. Congress: Money to Bum, in the 
April 30 issue of Newsweek lists Uie congressmen who have built a 
political fortune and are sitting on a golden nest egg of campaign 
contributions. In my (pinion, those funds wen given in good faith by 
constituents to be used in support of the candidate's reelection, not his re- 
tirement! 

Alas, we can't put all the Uame on TV and money for negative cam- 
paigns. We the voters are ultimately reqxmsible. We react emotknially to 
the hype and are often unwilling lo give up our time to hear the candklates' 
discourse on theu qualifkaticMis aad agnidas. We the People have accepted 
those 30-seamd sound bites in place of serious (id)tte. 

In this elecii(m, our local candkiates q)ent an enwmous amount of time 
campaigning. Most of them attended more than 20 candidate nights. A 
suggestion made some time ago by the editor of The Beacon should be 
considered. P^haps some group could ^xmsm^ two (m^ three public forums 
in different areas of the city. With good planning and publicity, these 
might attract more citizens. 

The "candklates' nights" were not wdl auemled. I went to the one in my 
arra and was amazed to hear the presider nnounce that it was the best at- 
toided. 1 e^mated there woe ^)proximalely 7S in die audioice, rqnesent- 
ing 13 civic clubs. 

The candidates also spent an emmnous amount of money fw space - (^• 
ten full pa^s - die Norfolk newspaper's Virginia Beach suf^lement, and 
{(X radk) md television ads. Yet, evoi on electk>n day, some citizens were 
still confused over who was running against whom. Many dkl not realize 
they were to vote for six, not just dieir borough representative. 

Finally, there is the questk>n of repre^tation and account^ility. One 
good suggestion sunxMted by several candidates should be explored: Once 
the 1990 Census is completed, die city should redivide its boroughs and 
provide that oily Uie vota^ of that bwough elect Uieir representative. 
When Uiat happens, mwe peo]4e will be willing to participate in the 
grassroots democratk process.

Endangered Sea Turtles Are Subject Of New Virginia Marine Science Museum's $mOOO ExNbition

plentiful, or in (Mher words, are 
endangered or threatened, the Vir- 
ginia Marine Science Museum has 
take steps to fnolong the lives of 
several turtle species by 
heightening public awaren^s. 

The museum's major new 
$100,000 exhibit, "Virginia Sea 
Turtles: Timeless Travelers," will 
feature »|uariums of live sea turtles 
and focus on conservation in Vir- 
ginia, beginning May 26. 

"It's illegal to cittch these turtles. 
They're protected by the govern- 
ment," said Jeri Guarracino, the 
museum's marketing administrator. 

Guvracino said the turtles are 
endangered for several rea^ns. 
First, many other countries catch 
the turtfes ics use of their shells and 
skin on their fliiq)ers. The turtles 
may also get caught in shrimp nets 

AncAher reason why the turtles 
are decreasing in numbers is be- 
cause of the locations that they 
choose 10 lay eggs. Turtles won't 
lay eggs on crowded beaches: if 
they do, there's a chance that the 
eggs will be burnt by the sun (x 
eaten l^ odier sealife. 

The muKUffl's exhibit will fea- 
bue a reseach »ra with "h^Kl stivt" 
tanks wh»e sea twde hiochUngs «e 
given a "hoKl start" on life befcm 
being released into the ocean. 
GuarracoK) said the museum plans 
to lekaae the totles Mxt spring. 

Addititxially. a large r^tMgular 
lank will show three juvenile sea 
UBtks, a Leadioiback, a Gre^i Tw-

tie and a Kklley Turtle, swimming 
in a representative h^it. 

A special round tank, which al- 
lows visitors top viewing, will 
hold a 100 pound Loggerhead Tur- 
tle, which is Uie most commonly 
found turUe in this area. 

The six hatchlings in the research 
room were obt^ned from Back Bay; 
the juveniles came frtnn the New 
England Aquarium. 

"We got these turtles when they 
were the size of a half dollar." 
Guarracino said. 

Now, she said, Uie smallest ttutle 
weighs 20-plus pounds and the 
larger is the size ot a dinner plate. 
Hie L(%gerheads can grow to be 
1,000 pounds, but the li^^ found 
in this area «ily weight 300 
pounds. 

AncMher feauire of the exhibit 
will be a satellite tracking exhibit 
where museum visitM^ cm keep 
tabs on a turtle equipp^ with a 
transmitter that sends back 
information about the bvtle's be- 
havKM* and location in the ocean.

Ot coiflse, an ambulance will be diqiatched, too. akmg with one w two 
police cars to direct traffic around the fire truck which is blocking the 
street 

Similarly, if the grass in your yard catches fire and you adc 91 1 for as- ' 
sistance the police will be sent - either ah«Kl of or behind a fire truck and 
ffliambulfflce. 

Any crisis, however minor, requiring only one mnagency vehicle, 
surely will bring at least, three. You've all noticed it bideed, you can't help 
iMit noticing it 

On Cedar Road in Chesiqwake sirens sing ahnost constantly aa police 
cars and fire trucks hurry - with ui ambulance - to a nursing home whoe a 
patient has expired of old age ot the ailments accompaiying old age. Do 
the police go to ticket the body, the firemen to hose it down? 

Why do all tloee emogoicy vdiicles have to respond to a call? A lotttf 
pe(^e have wondered. But only one person publkly asked that question. 

Virginia Beach City Councilman Albot Balko wanted to know why U a 
recent courcil n^eting. 

Assistant City Manager Dean Block said he didn't know but he told 
Balko he woukl find out 

Hk answw Balko will get from BUxAl is this: Often - md it's iropossi^ 
ble to know when - an anergexKy initially requiring the servkes of, say, 
cmly medics, will Mcalate until policemen and firemen are all needed. In 
the excitement caused by a woman choking on meat someoiw may drop a 
cigarette uid start a fire or a noL Far fetched? (V cmirse. 

But that's die reasoning of those responsiUe for sending three emergency 
vehicles whoi one will do. 

It is hard, imteed, to imagine more than one petsoa u^ng the Ifeimlich 
maneuver on a chcAing pasoia (there's simply not enough room), and just 
as hard to imagine medics rushing into a yard to squirt water on a grass 
fire. 

True, there are many emeigaicies thm require ambulances, firemen and 
policemen. And dKre are many emogoicies - if you can call a dented fenddr 
an emergency - that the police, w firraien, or medics can handle akme. 

But then it tskes a lot of imagination to undostand bioeaucrats, the ones 
making the policy requiring three emergency vehicles when only one is 
needed. Bureaucrats love to Uxk busy while spending money unnecessar- 
ily. 

Block won't tell Balko this but the real reason is that the police chief, 
the ftre chief and the chitf of medical services at budget time produce for 
the city manager records showing that during the previous year dieir men 
and machines responded t6 so many emergencies that they are worn out and 
diat mucho more money is needed fw more men and vehicles or the public 
wiU sattet. 

The department chiefs fail to tell the city manager that many of the 
emei;gencies aie not necessary, that their vehicles got to the scene and sim- 
ply turned around and returned. 

I don't know how much it costs for four or five men to take a fire truck 
five miles to a ch(ddng woman, or an ambulance with its skilled medics to 
a grass fire (where the only danger is to an onlooker falling in a ditch) but 
over a year it has to be considerable. 

There is much wasted money and time in the operation of a city and it's 
mostly caused by department heads who feel they are not doing their jobs 
unless their budget and woric force are expanding beyond their dutKS. 

It uxk a lot of courage for Al Balko to attack such a sacred cow as poor 
municipal management. Too bad he wasn't re-elected.

Virginia's citizens can be |mud of their interest and accomplishments in 
imfHOving the quality of education. However, for almost ev»y positive 
statistic regarding educational progress in Virginia, then is a parallel 
stati^c that shadows any (qximism, eqiecially for those who feel that ev- 
ery chiki in die CMd Dominion deserves a first-rate education. 

In a recent repwt in the Norfolk newspaper it was revealed diat Virginia 
has now pushed above die middle rank in teacher salaries, but that teachers 
in some divisions average $40,000 a year while others average only 
$20,000. This is only one example of how, despite our progress; dme is a 
wittening g^ in educational oj^pcaiimity between the "haves" and "have- 
nots." This disparity represents Uie negative side of die dichotomy. OUier 
statistics reveal diat this dichotomy of "int^ress yet di^Mrity" exists wiUi 
regard to programming, attitudes and expectation, available resources and 
ddlarsspoit 

Students in Virginia consistently score above die nati(Hial average in 
statewide standardized tests, but the composite scores in grade four have 
ranged from 26 in die lowest division to 8S in die highest Virginia leads 
Uw nation in foreign language enrollments in high schooi, but in die l«i- 
gu^es of worid trade (Russian and Japanese), only thrM divisions offer die 
(^qxirtunity to go beyond Level HI. AlUiough greater numbers of students 
now enroll in math and science, in more than half of Virginia's school di- 
visions calculus and computer math are not available. The dn^ out rate has 
decreased from S.7 percent in 1979 to 4.9 percoit in 1987-88; however, 
one division's dn^ out rate is almost zero while anodier's is 11 percent 
Diqiarity manifests itself when children fiom lower socioeccmomic back- 
groimds are tracked into less intellectual q^Hoaches to leaning: when one 
high schod offers 164 differait courses while anodier (^ers 39; and when 
die difference in dollars spent in a division parallels differences in stuctot 
achievemoiL 

The Commonwealdi of Virginia is committed lo resolving the diqiarity 
issue as evidenced by Governor L. Douglas WiMer's recently estat^shed 
"Commi^noo an Educational 0{q)ortunities for All Virginians." Solittkms 
will not be fordicoming, howevn, without a coopnative effort by 
Virgmims (xi bodi sides oi die disparity issue. Dispari^ cannot be viewed 
as a local issue, ignored by the 'liaves." In fact it is an iswe of jnofound 
importtmce for die entire Commonwealth, and if we do nm proceed on a 
course of cooperation and compromise to close this gap the 
Commonwealth could find itself in a predicament similsff to Kentucky. In 
that state die Supreme Coiut was fwced to render a decision calling for 
recMganization of die entire eduooicMial system. 

I chaltoige Uie citizens of die Commonwealdi to consider die ramifica- 
tiMis of mint jqandaie on bodi die "haves" and "have-nots." The governor 
has provided »i -excellent vehicle for our citizens' participation — 
partkip^on that will ensure diat every child in Virginia be afforded die 
(^qxwtunity to receive not only a quality education but one diat Miuals to 
thik of his « her peers.

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The Bonsai 

Little Trees, Costing Between $20 And $300, Have Roots Stretching To China, Japan And Virginia 
Beach 
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Nine years ago, Ronnie Baum 
never imagined he would give iq> 
his sales position of 24 years to 
grow miniature trees. 

Now, what began as a hobby 
has grown to the extent that has 
Baum on a mission to promote 
the oriental art fona of Bonsai. 

"So far I've been really 
eiit^oun^ed. Bonsai has a place to 
go here in Tidewater," said the 
owner of Tiny Tree Bonsai, a 
Bmisai nursoy on North Landing 
Road. 

Bonsai are small trees that 
originated in China but pro- 
gressed to Japan mote than 1,700 
years ago. The name, pronounced 
"Booe-sigh,'* means a tree olaittcd 

200 trees for sale at the nursery. 

'This is the first year I've tried 
to turn it into a business," he 
said. "The trees that I have are all 
locally grown mataial." 

Although he has some trees 
imported, most of Baum's Bonsai 
are Tidewater grown and accli- 
mated to the area. 

Baum fir^ became interested in 
Bonsai when he visited a nursery 
where the Virginia Bonsai Soci- 
ety was setting up a display. 
Once he saw- the "fascinating" 
little uees, he was hooked. 

"I started with one or two little 
trees and it's grown to the point 
now where 1 like to share the art 
form," said Baum, who teaches 
classes and gives lectures on 
Bonsai. 

"I'm trying to put out 
information that will help people 
keep the trees alive and enjoy 
them," he said. 

Baum smd die most beneficial 
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<iing about training Bonsai is 
diat it is relaxing and can be done 
just about anywhere. Of his trees, 
the smallest is less than six 
inchra tall and die largest is 40 
inches. 

Baum said a tree varies in 
weight, according to its size. 
Some trees are older than others, 
which is a characteristic Baum 
tries to create.

of age. We try to expose die 

roots and create dead tamches on 
it." he said. 

Bonsai can be grown from a 
seed, which Baum said t^es 
much longer, or from cuttings, 
nursery material or from die wiki. 
The tree must be placed in a 
training container for approxi- 
mately one year. While in die 
container, die branches ue wired 
into die direction 'he owner de- 
sires. As Uie tree grows, the 
branches grow in Uiat particular 
direction. 

There are several different 
styles a Bonsai can be created in: 
Formal upright, informal up- 
right, slanting style, semi-cascade 
and AiU cascade. 

"You're sculpting a tree or 
shrub to make it look die way 
you want it to," he said. 

Baum said regular care is die 
most important element of a 
healdiy tree. He said during die

day; in the spring every two days 
and in die winter he packs the 
trees into the ground outside and 
puts a windbre^ around diem. 

Baum said die trees will die if 
diey get dried out. which is a 
common problem for people who 
buy outdoor trees and try to raise 
them indoors. 

"Bonsai is not as mystical and 
magical as everyone diinks. They 
need regular care and watning." 
Baum said. 

His trees sell for anywhere 
from $20 to $300, depending on 



training it's had. Baum said die 
trees are pc^ular in California and 
Florida, which is why he is so 
intent on promoting Uiem in 
Virginia Beach. 

"For some reason it isn't really 
iMg in Virginia Beach. I think a 
lot ai people are just not aware of 
die ait of B(Misai," he said. 

"What I'm trying to accom- 
plish is a full service Bonsai 
ndriseiy. I felt compelled to try 
somediing different To me it's 
an advoiture," he said.

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The fiRt Judiciary Act, passed by the First Congress in 1789, set up the 
unique American judicial systNn - a dual federal/state inrtnership. Because 
the United States Supcente Court met for the First time in Febniary 1790, 
the National Ccmmission on the Bicentennial of the Coastitution declared 
this year of 1990 a time to commemorate our judicial heritage. Thus, the 
dedication of die site for the city's judicial center seemed an q>pfq)riate 
time to remind the public of the roleof |his third branch of government 
' The nation's founders ukI fnmers were innovative in introducing a to- 
tally new concq)t into government - a constitutional court with authority 
to enforce the provisions of a written constitution. Although many 
.changes have taken place over the years, the framew(rt created in 1789 is 
still the basis of our federal-state diial judicial system. 

State courts, however, account for 95 percent of the civil and criminal 
cases in the country, and they are the courts with which we are most 
familiar. Today, in Virginia Beach, the largest city in the Commonwealth, 
there are eight judges in the circuit court with a ninth approved, five in the 
general district court and four in the juvenile and domestic relations court 
with one or more B^nproveA. 

There are now three temporary courtrooms but a fourth will have to be 
built on the parking lot to accommodate the new circuit court judge. A 
renovation of the second floor of the general district court building will 
provide a hearing room for die new judge of die juvenile and domestic 
relations court.

A tunnel to the nearby jail will improve security as prisoners are 
brought to and from court. One odier benefit will be diat die old buildings 
can dien be renovated for much needed office qxace and die temporuy trail- 
ers, and frame structures can be removed from die Munkipal Cenia. 

In a letter, dated April 3, 1790, President George Washington wiwc, "I 
have always been persuaded diat die stability and success of die National 
Government, and consequendy die ha^iiness of die American people, 

wouM dq)aid in a consi^able (tegree on the interpretation and execitfion of 
its laws.** 

Two hundred years later, in a salute to die federal judiciary. Chairman 
Burger mMed die dramatic demand for freedom now prevalent in die world 
and said, "Our history is dieir hope, and our h(^ t(x diem must be dut 
whatever systems dicy set up in place of die tyranny diey have rejected 
will include a judiciary widi audiority and independence to enforce die basK 
guarantees of freedom ..." 

Through two centuries, die courts have provided redress and relief from 
intrusions by government, protecting and advancing die rights and free- 
doms of all American citizens. The city council is to be commended for 
endorsing die plans for diis new court complex in Virginia Beach.

He said that by accepting his 
proposal, die city could preserve the 
integrity of two council policies — 
to maintain an adequate bond re- 
serve because even widi the $7.3 
million reallocation, the reserve 
would meet the city's guidelines, 
and to avoid deficit spending- In 
1984, council adopted a policy of 
not using die anticipated erid-of-die- 
yeai balance to balance die new 
budget 

Moss argued later diat die issue 
was "a lot of semantics about die 
same money." 

Heischober said that die city 
would still have die $7.3 million, 
that the city would simply be 
putting the money in duee diffoent 
pots. The reserve would be reached 
from $40,852,645 to $33,561,012. 

Moss saki diat die only diHierence 
he could see is diat it would be 
easier to ^propriate $7.3 million if 
it materialized in the year-end bal- 
ance, than to take appropriate 
money from the reserve.

$7.3 million, eliminating the 
amount from the estimated fund 
balance, and reduce die real estate

Moss noted later diat after seeing 
die list which die staff had pressed 
cutting, it was obvious diat die 
proposal was not given any serious 
attention. He said, for instance, one 
of die cut items would be $55.00b 
for economic development He said 
diat councU could not ask bureau- 
crats to trim die budget He said 
later diat council needs to look at a 
citizens committee to oversee such 
things. 

The Moss proposals were not 
craisidered. 

Moss said diese were precarious 
times to reduce die bond reserve. 

Assistant City Manager Dean 
Block said diat the end-of-die-year 
balance is projected at $62 million, 
which includes oicumbered money. 

Moss said diat Heischoba''s pro- 



posal amounted to putting the 
money in different banks. 

Moss, noting that diis would be 
his last budget (Moss lost his seat 
in die last May election), said diat 
over die years die budgets have 
gotten betto^ and better. He said that 
die city should look at better ways 
to maintain current service levels 
widi cost reductions. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanm 
registered reservations about die 
School Board budget She included 
two pages of infcvmation from die 
School Board in the record, 
concerning her request for informa- 
tion in writing on a new five-year 
curriculum plan.

It wasn't until after Robert W. 
Clyburn sold his Kempsville 
niarmacy and began working 
part-time, that he though seri- 
ously about becoming involved 
in city politics. 

The S9-year-old councilman- 
elect said he heard a lot of com- 
plaints from the community 
about the way the city was being 
run. 

"Peqple~were dissatisfied with 
the decisions council was mak- 
ing. I was not completely happy

Gybum was concerned that so 
many citizens felt unrest with 
City Council, so the West View 
resident decided to run for the 
Kempsville borough seat. 

"It hurts me that people have 
learned to distrust the city gov- 
ernment.

Clyburn said he defeated 
Councilman John Moss because 
he got his message across to the 
people. 

'Teople are expecting me to be 
an effective legislator. Some- 
times you have to make hard de- 
cisions and I'm willing to make 
those," he said. 

Clyburn said council's alleged 
lack of leadership was the cause 
of several problems in the city. A 
prime example is Laborfest. he 
saui. 

He said that during last year's 
Labor Day weekend, council lost 
control of the situation. He said 
the city should be planning the 
weekend with the best interests of 
the community in mind. 

"They should have at least tried 
to make a difference and had an 
emergency meeting of council," 
he said of last year's unrest. 

But. Clyburn said, council has 
some good ideas for the upcom- 
ing Labor Day weekend. He said 
council is trying to do everything 
possible to acccxnmodate the tens 
of thousands of primarily black 
college students who plan to re- 
turn this year. 

Oybum said he also feels that 
"at this stage of the planning." 
Red Wing Parte seems to be the 
best location to hold the planned 
activities for the students, al- 
ttough he dislikes the idea of 
taking the park away from the 
{wblic. 

"All of us iwed to be good 
lasts and hostesses and give the 
imfHVSSicHi that we're welcoming 
our visitors throughout the 
summer." he said. 

One of the issues Clyburn was 
concetned with during his cam- 
(KUgn was the money the city 
qwntds cm consultants and stud- 
ies. He said Virginia Beach has a 
1« of "native talent" that should 
have been utilized, instead of hir- 
ing outsiders to do the job. 

"We need to spend money 
wiwly and f« good types of 
promodan," he said.

New Wetlands Regulations 
May Cost The Area Billions 



City Council Hears From SVPDC Executive Direc-

Wetlands regulations may cost 
Southeastern Virginia billions in 
lost development and will under- 
mine the area's competitiveness in 
atuacting new business and indus- 
try. 

Arthur Collins, executive directs 
of the Southeastern Virginia Plan- 
ning District Commission 
(SVPDC), told Virginia Beach City 
Council at a wort: session Monday 
that the commission is looking for 
an answer or amelioration of the 
prospects in a compromise which 
would release for devek^ment some 
of the lands which would be unde- 
velopable under the wetlands' 
regulations. 

Collins said that the commission 
is trying to determine whether what 
is happening was intended to hap- 
pen. If the answer is yes, he said, 
there is room for ctmipromise. He 
said, howevCT, that he did not think 
the framers of the regulations in- 
tended ioc the laws to impact the 
area so greatly. 

He said that certain wetlands are 
very valuable to the environment, 
but that he believed that reasonable 
people in the environmental com- 
munity can find pockets to be made 
avail2A>le to build roads, schools ami 
houses. 

The greatest impact in the five- 



city area will be felt in Ches^)eake 
and Virginia Beach, he said. 

What has caused the problem is 
not the swamps and maizes in the 
area which have always been con- 
sidered wetlands, but the non- tidal 
wetlands which have been taken 
under the protective wing of 
environmental enforcement agen- 
cies. 

A repOTt on the economic impli- 
cations of the regulations prepared 
by the SVPDC shows that as a re- 
sult of the regulations, the greater 
part of undevel(^)ed land in the five 
cities which makes up 58 percent of 
the total land area, is now consid- 
ered wetlands and therefore not de- 
velopable. 

Of the total land in the five-city 
metro area, 404,175 acres or 58 
percent is undeveloped. And of 
these undeveloped lands, 62 pocent 
or 248,799 acres are not devel- 
opable uncter wetlands definitions of 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency and the U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers. 

Of all the communities in 
Southeastern Virginia, including 
the counties, Chesapeake and Vir- 
ginia Beach have the highest per- 
centage of undeveloped land — 80 
percent — which is considered wet- 
lands. 

In Chesapeake, the total amount 

of undevel(^)ed i»ivate land comes

"When She's Well It's Okay" 

Thalia Family Deals With Cystic Fibrosis; 1 1 -Year-Old Patient To Appear On 
The Children's Miracle Networt< Telethon

Erica Daversa is just like any 
other 11-year-old; ^e likes pretty 
clothes, dolls, jewelry and playing 
Ninetendo. 

The only difference between her 
and her classmates at Thalia 
Elementary is that Erica has cystic 
fibrosis. 

'*She was sick ever since she was 
bom," said Erica's mother, Diana. 
DoctOTS diagnosed the illness when 
Erica was 1 5 months old. 

Cystic fibrosis is a genetic dis- 
ease that affects the respiratory and 
digestive system. It is caused by a 
defective gene which both parents 
must carry. CF patients have 
excessive, sticky mucus in their 
lungs which interferes with 
breathing and the absorption of 
food. Their body doesn't fight off 
infections and their pancreas &)esn't 
function. 

"We were somewhat devastated. 
It was hard to accept," said Diana, 
an ultrasound technician. 

Erica, who is the cystic fibrosis 
poster child this y«£r. will appear 
on the Children's Miracle Network 
Telethon on June 2 and 3. All funds 
raised will benefit the Children's 
Hospital of The King's Daughters. 

Because of her illness. Erica has 
taken more than 9.000 pills in her 
lifetime. She has had surgery to 
remover her gall bladder and 
appendix and has been hospitalized 
many times, although she hasn't 
been in since last October. 

"She got to the point where she 
liked going to the hospital. She got 
to see all her firiends," Diana said. 

But Erica has also lost a lot of 
good friends. Cystic fibrosis is fatal 
and most patients don't live past 
their early 20s. 

"She told me she didn't want to- 
get older because she didn't want to 
die," Diana said. 

But Erica says she's not scared. 
She's learned to deal with her ill- 
ness, but as she's gotten older, her 
excessive coughing has become 
somewhat of an emb^rassmenL 

Erica said the things she dislikes 
most about her illness are the 
"treatments and her skinniness." 
Erica, at 51 pounds, looks smaller 

tiian her friends, especially now that 
other girls her age are beginning to 
bloom. 

"My mom used to say, 'turn 
sideways, stick out your tongue and 
you look like a zipper,'" Erica 
laughed, in between coughs. 

"Erica has a lot of friends. They 
think she's just a sweetheart," said 
her stq)father, Gary. 

Erica, who said she loves pizza 
and chicken, has to take enzymes 
every time she eats. She also takes 
inhalation treaunents twice a day 
for IS minutes each and mu^ have 
her ctea pounded on twice a day for 
20 minutes each to loosen the 
mucus in her lungs.

Tliomas Paine, one of our naticm's great leaders during the Revolution- 
ary War, once wrote: 'Those who expect to re^ the blessing of freedom, 
must, liire men. undergo the fatigue of supporting it." 

Throughout our history, young Americans have met the stem challenge 
of Paine's words at places as diverse as Normandy, Khe Sanh, San Juan 
Hill and Yoiktown. They suffered the wages of battle and endured un- 
speakable ordeals so that otho^ could live in freedom. Drawn firom every 
part of our country and from every background, they woe black mi white, 
rich and poor, and Catholics. Protestants and Jews. More than one million 
of them perished in this nation's nine major wars. 

As MemcHial Day approaches, with its staric image of row upon row of 
grave markers at our national cemeteries, we recall with smtow and 
admiration the sacrifices that these Americans made in the (tefense of lib- 
erty and freedom. At ceremonies in Virginia Be^K^h and throughout the 
United States, we will pay tribute to them. 

While the cause is the same, the circumstances this year will be differ- 
ent. The Berlin Wall, which has made it so hard to close the book on 
World War II, has come down. Poland. Czechoslovakia, Romania and other 
Eastern bloc nations that were once firmly in the grip of the Soviet Union 
are enjoying new found independence. And in the Soviet Union, economic 
and political reforms continue to move forward. 

These historic developments are the welcome product of U.S. foreign 
policy and show again how mankind's instinctive democratic spirit caii not 
be extinguished. They are also a tribute to those we h<Mior this and every 
Memorial Day. America's veterans — both living and dead — have 
brought us to this historic point Today's headlines from Europe, which are 
a source of much optimism and joy, were written long ago at places like 
Normandy. It was there, and in Korea and Vietnam, that we ^wed our 
firm resolve to defend democratic values. 

As we commemorate Memorial Day 1990 and pay special tribute to 
those who have been lost in the sovice of this country, we should reaffirm 
our support for the {Rinciiries that have sustained us in this difficult post- 
war period, particularly our determined policy of maintaining a strong na- 
tional defense. 

There is an understandable temptation now to declare "victory" in the 
Cold War. to scale back our defense (HOgram. and to apply a "peace divi- 
ded" toward other useful programs. While there will be some reductions in 
defense spending this year in recognition of the changing threat to our se- 
curity, the kind of sweeping and crippling cuts advocated by some should 
berejected. 

History has shown time and again that substantial security threats do iK>t 
simply vanish overnight Where a capability exists, simply expressing a 
will not to use it does not extinguish the threat. To dismantle this nation's 
defense iHX)gram based on events less than one year old would be extremely 
short-sighted and dangerous. Gone would be the hard fought gains of the 
1980s along with the industrial base to adequately support a similar build- 
up in the future. 

Veteran's programs are also a concem on Memorial Day as well as 
throughout the year. The United States has adopted the largest and most 
comiHehensive system of veterans' compensation in the world. Congress 
has WOTked hard to keep it that way. This year. Congress has already ^- 
proved a budget resolution providing full cost-of-living adjustments for 
those receiving pensions. And in a further effort to strengthen the veterans' 
health care system, the House approved legislation earlier this month to 
improve pay and retention programs for physicians and nurses at veterans' 
hospitals and clinics. I strongly supported this measure. 

As we commemorate a very special Memorial Day this year, I hope the 
Virginia Beach community will join me in paying a special tribute to this 
nation's veterans and the role they have played in preserving liberty and* 
freedom for the United States of America.

Over the past three years, the Virginia Beach Education Association 
(VBEA) has undertaken a program. Project 300, to acknowledge and pro- 
mote staff involvement in school planning and decisicm-making. 

All school reform reports, especially the Carnegie report, emphasized 
that the instructional program is enhanced by allowing teachers and other 
staff membo^ meaningful input and decision-making oppwtunities at the 
school level. 

Project 300 was coined after House Joint Resolution 300 passed by the 
1987 General Assembly. This resolution cited the numerous reform rq)orts 
calling for increased teacher involvemoit in school planning and policy 
making and pledged that teachers in the Commonwealth shqukl participate 
in the education program planning process at the local school level. Project 
300 is a positive approach encouraging administrators to give staff mem- 
bers a greater voice in the decisions that affect the school (^)Nations and 
programs. 

In Virginia Beach meaningful staff involvement is increasing. Schools 
that receive the award were nominated by their associaticxi rep and 20 per- 
cent of the school's faculty. Testimonies supplied by teachers at the nomi- 
nated schools were used by the selection committee to make the awards.

Mental Health Month Proclaimed 



Mayor Meyera E. Obemdorf re- 
cently made the foUowing procla- 
mation: 

Whereas: Studies of treatment 
practices show that the earlier the 
diagnosis, the more successful the 
intervention is like to be for 
adolescents dually diagnosed with 
substance abuse and emotional dis- 
orders. The early stages of adoles- 
ceai drug abuse may be missed be- 
cause changes are often subtle and 
behavioral changes may be at- 
tributed to the normal maturation 
process that occurs during adoles- 
cence; 

Whereas: Research suggests 
that then exists a goieral under-re- 
porting of the number of persons 
within the dually diagnosed 
population in this country. Often, 
studies which identify mentally ill 
youth as dually diagnosed define 
them in terms of participation in a 
substance abuse program, 
overlooking significant numbers of 
youth not in such a program, i.e., 
those who have yet to seek treat- 
mrat; 

Whereas: Drug and alcohol 
abuse are known to produce states 
which mimic major psychiatric 
disorders. It is difficult to distin- 
guish between drug or alcohol-in- 
duced psychopalhology and simple 
co-occunence of disordos; 



Whereas: The dually-diagnos^ 
account for SO percent of youth ar- 
rested and/or with charges pending 
against them; 

Whereas: It is essential not 
only to identify tfie sevraity of the 
substance abuse and mental illness, 
but also the extent of other prob- 
lems that may complicate the con- 
dition; 

Whereas: There needs to be a 
differential assignment of clients to 
various treatment levels and 
modalities. There may be some 
clients for whom no appropriate 
treatment currendy exists, while bx 
others, decisions of formal treat- 
ment vs. education, residential vs. 
outpatient, or extended care vs. 
support group are the relevant 
questions; 

Whereas: Studies show that the 
overall prevalence of mental illness 
is quite high in substance abuse 
pqjulations. For example, problem 
drinking, as well as drug abuse, 
places people at higher risk for de- 
veloping anxiety disorders and de- 
pression symptoms, especially at 
high levels of intake; 

Whereas: The Virginia Beach 
Community Services Board is dedi- 
cated to providing quality mental 
health services to dually diagmised 
youth of Virginia Beach.

Kingston Elementary Named Exemplary School 



Kingston Elementary School re- 
cently received news that the school 
has been selected as an exemplary 
school and will receive an Excel- 
letycc in Education Award through 
the 1989-90 Elementary School 
Recognition Program. 

The program is ^nsored by the 
U.S. Department of Education. The 
award will be presented by Educa- 
tion Secretary Lauro Cavazos in a 
ceremony planned for Septembo'. 

Kingston is one of 221 schools 
selected nationally for the presti- 
gious award.

In Virginia Beach the total unde- 
veloped private land consists of 
60,903 acres of which 48,722 is in 
wetlands. 

Collins said that the developable 
land will become more expensive 
while the wetlands areas will de- 
crease in value. In Virginia Beach, 
the net difference between the in- 
creased and decreased land values is 
a negative $700 million, Collins 
said. 

The loss in developable land, 
Collins said, will affect the city's 
bottd rating and its long term debt; 
and, the development comes at a 
time when the federal government 
is walking away from programs. 

Councilman John A. Baum, who 
has been expressing concern over 
tlie issue for months, said that most 
of the non-tidal wetlands is not that 
valuable to the environment. .He 
said that the federal agencies did not 
target specific things. He said that 
people writing about the situation 
and the agencies dealing with the 
problem, also, don't understand 
what they're dealing with.

Clyburn said he also feels 
sUrongly about pro-business 
growth in the city, contrary to 
his opponent.

This is equivalent to the value of 
all real property currently in exis- 
tence in Greater Hampton Roads, 
the report says. 

Council also wondered later 
whether the wetlands regulations 
would have an impact on the price 
of land the city is acquiring for a 
right-of-way for Ferrell Parkway. 

Watts said that a substantial por- 
tion of the property is in wetlands, 
and some of the property may re- 
quire some mitigation.

Seventh Annual Pungo Strawberry 
Festival Jams Memorial Day Weekend 



What do Titan, Early Glow, 
Sunrise. Apollo. All-Star and 
Atlas, among others, have in 
omunon? 

These are just some of the vari- 
eties of strawbories you can come 
taste, see and enjoy at the seventh 
annual Pungo Strawberry Festival 
scheduled for Saturday and Sunday, 
Mav 26 and 27. 

Put together by the people who 
truly call Pu^iiome, this festival 
last year had over 157,000 people 
in attendance. In 1988, more than 
114,000 attended, and there was 
even some rain. 

What is the Pungo Strawberry 
Festival? 

It's plenty of home cooking, 
homemade crafts, live entertain- 
ment, games and a parade to keep 
the home town county fair atmo- 
sphere alive so everyone can have a 
good time. 

Pungo residents and merchants 
created the strawberry festival seven 
years ago for the purpose of pro- 
moting the Pungo area of Virginia 
Beach, its agriculture and the area's 
most popular crop - strawberries. 

The festival is held in the south- 
em end of Virginia Beach, with the 
center of activities once again being 
centered around the Pungo Square 
Shopping Cento* area. 

To arrive at the festival area, lo- 
cated on Princess Anne Road, you 
can use Indian River Road, General 
Booth Boulevard or Princess Anne 
Road from the Virginia Beach Mu- 
nicip^ Center complex. Several 
signs will be posted along the way 



to help guide you vo the festival 
area. 

Besides the festival itself, .over 
110 acres in Virginia Beach are used 
for growing the delicious 
strawberry, with fields open for 
picking by the general public. Of 
course, several other vegetables can 
also be picked fresh from the fields 
in Virginia Beach, and the 
surrounding area, beginning at this 
time too. 

In fact, at last year's festival, 
over 8,415 strawberry shortcakes, 
152 gallons of strawberry ice 
cream, 1,320 fresh strawberry pies 
and 4,160 quarts of fresh 
strawberries were served and sold, 
besides many other ways to enjoy 
strawberries. 

Various local groups, from 
churches to civic organizations, 
will be preparing the homemade 
strawberry ice cream, strawberry 
shortcakes, fresh strawberrv iams 
and jellies, strawberry pies, cakes 
and breads. 

The list is endless on ways you 
can enjoy the taste and enjoy 
strawberries besides just having 
fresh picked. 

Of course, other food items will 
be available from pit cooked 
barbecue, hamburgers, chicken, 
fresh seafood, delicious desserts and 
soft drinks. 

In fact, the strawberry that we 
know was "discovered" in Virginia 
Beach back in 1609 by Christopher 
Newport and his settlers, who 
spotted them growing wild near the 
area we now call Cape Henry. This 



variety was earned back to Europe 
and crossed with European varieties 
that same century and is the basis 
for the many varieties we use today. 

The variety from Virginia Beach 
has been named Fragaria Virgini- 
ana. To salute the fact locally, the 
official Virginia Beach city seal has 
sttawberry leaves circling the Cape 
Henry Lighthouse. This is why the 
partnership of the merchants and 
citizens of Pungo. with the City of 
Virginia Beach, came together to 
create a community sponsored 
event. 

Because of the festival's success, 
it has been a main objective to give 
back into the conununity the prof- 
its generated from the festival. 

To date, approximately $37,000 
has been donated to local organiza- 
tions, such as area rescue squads, 
scholarships for local high schools, 
handicap programs and funds to 
help support youth athletic 
associations. 

The strawberry festival is the 
only festival in the area that donates 
proceeds back into the community 
in this matter.(This does not count 
monies made by otho- organizations 
at the festival, just money by the 
festival organizers.)

Park & Ride Shuttle Available At Festival 



The Pungo Strawberry Festival 
has plenty of land set aside for 
paridng at the festival area, as well 
as park-and-ride shuttle service from 
the Virginia Beach Municipal Cen- 
to-. 

Parking at the festival area will 
be at the Pungo Air Strip on 
Princess Anne Road, and also at the 
intersection of Princess Anne Road 
and Indian River Road. Plus, 
Princess Anne Road at Muddy 
Creek Road, with the three loca- 
tions designed to provide space for 
over 40,000 vehicles, with addi- 
tional land available to be used. 

All areas will have security per- 
sonnel and signs to direct people to 
park and several entrance/exit spots. 

Virginia Beach Police will also 
be directing traffic throughout the 
area to ease congestion.

The Virginia Beach School Boaid 
is qq)lying to the State Board of 
Educatiim for $7.5 million in low- 
intraest Literary Fund loans toward 
the con^ruction of three %hools. 

The loans, which carry a four 
peicent interest rate, are limited to 
$2.5 milUcNi per school. 

City Council recently adopted 
resolutions approving the applica- 
tions f(v the Strawbridge Elemen- 
tary School and Landstown 
Etementary and Middle Schools, in 
the Princess Anne Borough, and for 
Tallwood High School in the 
KempsvOle BcMOugh. 

Lou Pace of Hunt Club Forest 
asked ibat the access to the Straw- 
iHidge School be off Ferrell Park- 
way instead oi London Bridge Road. 
He sifid his home backs up to 
Strawlffidge Road. He said that the 
develi^r of his property said that 
London Bridge Road would be 
closed and now, seven years lat^, 
the city is considering opening up 
p^ of the road for the school. 

In the meantime, he said, the 
residents of the area have been us- 
ing the right-of-way as a park. He 
said he objected to the bus and other 
vehicular traffic on the road which 
would also include traffic generated 
by a bail park and diamond near die 
school.

Aft» the kindergarten course, the 
dog moves on to a beginner class, 
dien sub-novice, novice, open and 
utility, where he learns scent 
discrimination and how to receive 
on command. 

"They can learn. It's not true an 
old dog can't learn new tricks.

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The Removal Of Tracking Requires Ciass Size Adjustments

The most hody debated question around the Virginia Beach Education 
Association office these days is, can a school division remove tracking 
without reducing class size? Our resounding answer is NO! 

That is why we were dismayed to read in a recent interview between 
Beacon editor Dennis Hartig and Superintendent C. Carlton Bowyer that 
when tracking is removed, "Class sizes won't change." 

Current research indicates that numbers must be reduced to about IS 
students to achieve high outcomes for all students in a diverse classroom. 
Since the state mandates a class size av»:age of 24 students to one teacher 
in only the first grade, the reality is many classes have more than 24 stu- 
dents. 

So the question becomes, what will happen when "ability grouping" is 
removed and these 24 to 28 stiidents are more different than alike? Will the 
teacher be able to contbiue teaching in the same way, and, if not, what ad- 
justmrats must be made? 

One adjustment will certainly have to be the manner in which the cur- 
riculum is delivered, or how the teacher teaches. It is much easier for a 
teacher to wwk with a large group of students who are on the same reding 
level and have the same basic skill level than a group that has mixed 
skills, varying reading levels and different developmental rates. If the 



If parents can be assured that the elimina' 
Hon of ability grouping will result in more 
individualized instmc^ny they will support 
the changes. 

teacher is working with a snudl group, these differences can be overcome 
because the teacher can give each child more individual attration. Individual 
diffnences don't matter as much in anall groups. 

Because the ability for the teacher to give Uiis individual attention will 
be one of the keys to the success or failure of the eliminati(m of ability 
groupings, teachers will need to receive training to improve their skiUs in 
teaching anall groups. Teachers will have to have an array of different 
strategies to use when working with a diverse group of children. 

Parents currently see teachers struggling with large classes and over- 
crowded school conditions. So, they question how the changes will help 
their child succeed.

Two-hundred years ago tomorrow, on May 31, 1790, President George 
Washington signed into law the bill known as H.R. #43, an "Act for the 
Encouragement of Learning by Securing the Copies of Maps, Charts, 
Books and other Writings to the Authors and Proprietors of Such Copies 
During the Time Therein Mentioned." j 

The First Congress, in its secohdf Session, ha^ used ^be power given it 
by the Constitution to enact the first Federal Copyright Law. Article I 
Section 8 authorized Congress to "promote the Progress of Science and 
useful Arts by securing for limited Times to Authws and Inventors the ex- 
clusive Right to their respective Writings and Discoveries." 

Earlier this month, it was my privilege, as the American Lawyers Aux- 
iliary (ALA) chairman of a National Videotape Contest, held in conjunc- 
tion with the Library of Congress's Young Creator's Contest, to attend a 
reception at the National Academy of Sciences in Washington. This was 
one of several events honoring students from all over the country who had 
won awards in the seven categories of protectible subject matter: Short 
stories, poems, musical works, dramatic works, videotapes, photographs or 
computer programs. The U.S. Patent Office sponsored contests for young 
inventors, who were also honored.

Lee Cahill's Virginia Beach City Council Report 
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\R Road/1'64 Intersection To Receive Improvements In Future 



Consultants have proposed an 
alternative which would provide 
flexibility in design to accommo- 
date future improvements in the 
area of the Indian River Road/1-64 
intersection. 

Traffic Engineer John Ifen^e told 
City Council at a recent work ses- 
sion that the Virginia Deparunent 
of Transportation (VDOT) is plan- 
ning to add two loops ai the 
jnlerseclion, creating a full clover- 
leaf at interscx;tion. 

The loops will help, he said, but 
the improvement is a far cry for 
meeting the needs. He said that the 
state does not have the money to do 
more, but the city wants to present 
an alternative to give VDOT some- 
thing to look at 

Jack Bagley, of Kimley-Hom and 
Associates, said that the intersec- 
tion has already exceeded the traffic 
volumes estimated for the year 
2005. The largest problem, he ^d. 
is m Indian River Road gomg west 
onto 1-64 to the Naval Ba^, and the 
return hon« in the afternoon. 

The consultants' plan shows a 
CMiiM^tkNi at Prov^iKC Road and 



collector distributive roadways so 
that traffic entmng and leaving the 
interstate will maneuver on the 
roadways and not on the two lanes 
of 1-64. 

He said that VDOT sees a prob- 
lem with the connection to Provi- 
dence Road, and wants to look at 
providing a direct access to the 
HOV parking lots.

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clients with "animal actors." She 
said that over the years, she has 
p]accd ISO animals in commercials, 
movies and television shows. 

"We have many well-trained dogs 
that have dme commercials," she 
s^. 

Canine Training Unlimited also 
has childrai's camps, for kids ages 
eight to 11 and 12 to IS. The 

children come in for eight days for 
three hours at a time with their 
dogs and learn to groom and feed 
them and teach them mannas. 

Reilly has a demonstration team 
that travels to nursing homes and 
schools, and lectures, free of charge, 
to show basic obedience 
instruction. 

Reilly said any dog can learn the 
basic "sit." "stay." "come" and 



"heel." if there is nothing mentally 
wrong with it. She said dogs that 
are originally bred to interact with 
man, such as German Shepherds 
and Collies, are sometimes easia to 
train. Dogs diat are bred to do 
diings for man, such as Siberians 
and Malamutes. may be harder to 
train. 

"Kfost of them will pick up the 
basics. If a dog will sit on the first 
command, most of their owners 
will be voy happy," Reilly said. 

Reilly said many dog owners 
bring their dogs to her as a last 
resort. They find it too difficult to 
train the dogs on their own. 
Aldiough she works with all 
breeds. Reilly said she's received 
quite a few Rotweilers lately be- 
cause they're the "in breed." 



"Owners feel training should be 
really easy. Thetc are a lot of tricks 
and techniques." she said. "They 
love it. Only one out of 1,000 dogs 
doesn't like to go to school" 

The cost to train a dog varies. 
The kind^garten class is $45 for 
six wedcs and die odi»8 are $65 for 
eight weeks. 

"We can accomplish in 12 days 
what a new owner will take 16 
weeks to do. We dtm't make any 
mistakes." Reilly said. "W^ don't 
perform miracles. We just know 
how die dog works." 

After a dog completes a course, 
he takes part in a graduation cer- 
emcmy. Reilly said her goal is "to 
make Mr. and Mrs. Smith happy 
with their litde dog so it doesn't 
end up at die SPCA."

laws. Tlie exhibit. "Innovation and Creativity in America. 1790-1990," 
documents die hist(My and contributions of patents and copyrights to 
Amerkffii life. It will tour majw American cities during die ycat. 

All of us who participated in diis celebration had a learning experkmx. 
Thus. I was disappointed diat diere w^e no entries from die Virginia Beach 
public schools, aldiough die sponsors included die National Association of 
^Se$0n^ary School Principals, andjiformation a^hwit die contest was dis- 
tributed early in die year. 

Some of die historical background may be of interest The early 
colmists iMought the printing press, as well as die concept of c<^yright 
protection, to America. In fact, many of die states enacted cc^yright laws 
befwe the fust federal law. Noah Webster, who published die first Ameri- 
can speller and an early dictionary, was instrumental in getting bodi the 
state and fecteral stauite enacted. He spent time and money traveling to the 
various st^e legislatures to encourage cc^yright protection. 

Charles Dickens was an English audior who complained because 
American publishers prin^ his books without compensation. It was not 
until 1891 diat die United States extraided copyright protectitm to f(»eign 
audiors. Today, die U.S. has copyright relations widi 100 countries. 

Our own Mark Twain was influential in persuading Congress to extend 
die 14-year term auUiorized by die 1790 act. In 1909. audion were jwo- 
tected f(x a 28-year term widi die possibility of renewal fw anodier 28 
years. Then in 1976. the term was extended to die life of die audin^, plus 
50 years. 

While there have been cmly four major legislative revisions of the federal 
cqiyright law since diat first act - die Act of 1976 being die latest - die 
law has been continuously amplified, refined and clarified through court 
decisions. 

Surprisingly, it was not until 1834, more dian 40 years after this first 
copyright law was enacted, diat a copyright case was decided by die 
SuiM^ne Court Even more curious, this landmaik case concerned some of 
the public volumes of the decisimis of the Supreme Court itself, known as 
die United States Reports! 

Copyright is essentially a system of property. Like land, you can sell it. 
donate it or leave it to your heirs. It is even subject to certain kinds of 
public use if considered in the public interest Through die years, die words 
"authors" and "writings" have been broadly interpreted by the courts to 
extend the law's p'otection. 

"Author" in copyright law now includes writers, painters, sculptors, 
musical and dance composes, even computer programmers. Consequendy, 
the meaning of "writings" has also expanded. But, alas, today, we 
Americans seem to have passed from die age of production to the age of 
''nn.sumption.

Interestingly, as the decisions for curriculum changes and tracking began 
to unfold, we received a report from die National Education Association 
Executive Committee Subcommittee on Academic Tracking. Their tepott, 
based on the results of extensive inquiry and research, concludes. "Attonpls 
to eliminate backing outside die context of restructuring schools and with- 
out first addressing the issues of class size, divo'sity and funding likely 
will end in failure." 

Therefore, if the Virginia Beach School Division wants the removal of 
tracking to be successful, they will have to do more than change the cur- 
riculum; they will have to find a way to reduce class size, especially at die 
elementary level.
